One 'Industry1 We Don'f Need 


Organized crime—from the activities 


of the small-time hoodlum to the syndicate 
overlord—continues its methodical infil- 
tration into communities across the land 
tnd itbe latest estimate 
by the 
United 


State* Senate investigating committee is 
that Jt is an $8 billion a year enterprise. 


Although members of the syndicate are 


bein| constantly dogged by federal and 
state-authorities from coast to coast, they 
still Imanage to operate, many of them 
now Under the guise of legitimate business- 
men/ 


The recent disclosure that syndicate 


turncoat Joe Valachi has recened per- 
mission from the federal government to 
write a book on his knowledge of the work- 
ings of the syndicate, which is worldwide 
in scope, was quite significant and may 
be most revealing—even to th» citizens of 
Wisconsin who have not been exposed to 
mobsterism as it exists in some parts of 
the U.S. 


Valachi will undoubtedly 
tell about 


crime chieftains like Joseph (Joe Banan- 
as Bonanno. the reputed syndicate chief- 
tain from New York who not too many 
years ago made many trips to the Fox 
Valley to visit a close friend and business 
associate at Fond du Lac. 


No one ever said or thought much 


about Bonanno's friend until he was called 
before federal grand 
juries and U. S. 


Senate committees inquiring into his as- 


sociation with leading underworld figures. 
The Fond du Lac man. owner of an Italian 
cheese company and dabbler in real estate 
and other ventures while living at a hotel 
for more than 15 years, died more than a 
year ago. They are still using adding ma- 
chines to total his fortune which exceeds 
the million dollar mark. 


Bonanno hasn't been around Wiscon- 


sin in recent years. In fact, he was report- 
edly kidnapped last year just before get- 
ting the word he was wanted for question- 
ing by a federal grand jury in New York. 


However. 
Wisconsin apparently does 


have its hoodlums who have been known 
to associate with some of the crime syndi- 
cate "Who's Who" from Chicago to Kan- 
sas City, New York and parts unknown. 
And that is the reason local state and 
federal law enforcement agencies pool ef- 
forts and information to keep constant tab 
on these individuals. 


The bustling, wealthy Fox Valley re- 


gion has been mentioned in the past by 
state authorities as a potential area for 
organized crime to quietly get a foothold, 
the procedure usually being the pouring 
of illegitimate money into legitimate busi- 
nesses to establish a solid front for longer 
range plans. 


Any resemblance to organized crime 


with its gambling, nee, 
blackmail 
and 


violence is one "industry" the Fox Valley 
and Wisconsin can do without 


The Implied Consent Bill 


One of the most difficult of the issues 


remaining before 
the 
1965 legislature 


which is now in recess is the so-called "im- 
plied consent" bill for the control of drunk- 
en driving which Governor Knowles has 
courageously 
and obdurately 
supported 


with little response from our law-making 
representatives thus far. 


In a fair appraisal, the legislature's 


skittishness on the question is not sur- 
prising. It contemplates a bold new ap- 
proach to punishment for reckless driv- 
ing. It has aroused the deep indignation 
of some influential lobbying forces, and it 
has been coldly received, moreover, by 
other groups that are normally in the 
vanguard for progressive highway legisla- 
tion, and notably the Wisconsin division of 
the American Automobile Association. Yet 
we feel that the question, however contro- 
versial, must have a more serious consid- 
eration than it has yet been accorded. 


In its essence, such a statute would im- 


pose a new condition upon the state's 
grant to the individual of the privilege of 
driving a motor vehicle 
on the public 


roads and highways. The conditions now 
are numerous, and 
involve 
principally 


tests of competence in physical and in- 
telligence terms, and reasonably responsi- 
ble conduct as recorded in the point sys- 
tem of demerits. 


The legislation pending would provide 


that the licensed driver, as a condition of 
eligibility for license, must consent to be- 
ing tested for intoxication when he is 
asked to da so by an enforcement officer. 


This appears to some persons to be a 


harsh rule. Honest men may honestly dis- 
pute the point. There are critics who in- 
sist that such a law would be an infringe- 
ment of personal rights and would in ef- 
fect suspend the fundamental protection of 
the 
citizen 
against 
self-mcrimination. 


Some spokesmen for the tavern trades, 
no doubt in earnest also, have complained 
that such a statute would unfairly point 


an accusatory finger at their business as 
the origin of highway safety problems. 


Yet we feel that the 
circumstances 


justify such a rule, and that such objec- 
tions are not well-founded. The question 
of "right" is not truly involved. Driving 
a car is not a right. It is a privilege which 
is granted conditionally and can be taken 
away under existing laws which nobody 
has seriously challenged. Courts have re- 
peatedly held that such an implied con- 
sent requirement 
does not violate the 


constitutional rule against self-incrimina- 
tion. We have no desire to impugn the 
licensed beverage trades, but it is an un- 
fortunate fact that liquor and intoxication 
are involved in a shamefully high propor- 
tion of our fatalities on the highways. In 
November, for example, there was a show- 
ing of intoxication in seven out of 10 of 
the highway fatalities recorded for the 
month. The objective facts are at hand. 
There is no longer need for speculation 
here. A new program provides a mech- 
anism for the collection of the melancholy 
data through the scientific testing of body 
fluid specimens taken from the deceased. 


Twelve other states of the country al- 


ready have implied consent laws. All of 
the testimony of the professional students 
of the problem indicates that they have 
been immensely effective. How much are 
50 lives saved worth next year? If such a 
program in Wisconsin reduces our high- 
way fatalities by only five per cent, which 
is a deliberately modest guess, it would 
be the equivalent of a saving of 50 lives. 


The idea that Wisconsin will remain in- 


different to the highway slaughter that 
threatens to continue at a toll of more than 
1,000 a year is to suggest that the state 
is indifferent to the intolerable. The legis- 
lature should resolve to take a new and 
serious look at the proposal which the 
governor, a man of usually cautious in- 
stincts in legislative matters, has champ- 
ioned so eloquently. 


Another Communist Failure in Cuba 


Once again the Communist system has 


been a colossal failure. 


Fidel Castro has had to tell the Cubans 


that, for some strange reason, the glones 
he told them soon would be theirs have 
not appeared out of the mist The Chinese, 
due to a misunderstanding, said Fidel, will 
not be going through with their trade deal 
imolving rice and sugar. Since the United 
States no longer pick? up the tab for the 
difference between the world market pnce 
of sugar and what u?H to be paid by the 
Vruted States, the Cubans 
must 
once 


again be deprned 


But this is not entirely a trade matter. 


Castro also announced that the sugar quota 
would not be reached in Cuba So far his 
ngzagging with the Cuban economy has 
meant only a tightening of belts 


When Cast™ took o%er. he denounced 


the old Cuban pr>;,r\ of hs«:nc e-verything 
upon its sugar cr^p Tb;« made s]a\es of 
the Cubans to the 1 mteri States, he de- 
clared, but everything would change Cuba 
would become an industrial nation and 
the sugar plantations would disappear 


But the n»]ich-o\rr didn t work 
The 


Soviet I'nnr becarre disillusioned with its 
always hungry- Caribbean colony, especial- 


ly after it had to back down in the missile 
crisis. Only little more than a year ago 
Castro suddenly restored the emphasis 
upon sugar and began sending workers 
back to the cane fields 
whether they 


wanted to or not. Cubans living in cities 
and holding other jobs were 
taken by 


truck to the fields to do some moonlight- 
ing but the pay was hardly worth it 


Castro had 
some idea of the Cuban 


problem when he took o\er It was quite 
true that the t'nited States' high pa>ment 
per pound for sugar was all that kept the 
Cuban people from starvation. Certainly 
this tied them to us but not necessarily 
in a position of peonage. In his efforts to 
get rid of American influence, entirely 
aside from Communist ideological consid- 
erations, he managed to get tied to the 
Soviet I'nion and then Red China When 
they cut • few strings, the Cuban puppet 
ecorioTT \ drr^oped

Wisconsin Report 
Localities' Share of 
State Income Taxes 
Gradually Shrinking 


BY JOHN WYNGAARD 


MADISON — Although some 


of them evidently are not yet 
aware of it, the redistribution 
of state taxes that has been a 
favorite demand of liberal 
political critics of state fi- 
nance policy is being achieved 
gradually. 


Wyngaard 


Partly through the pressure 


of state aid demands, partly 
through design, and perhaps 
partly through accident, the 
original sharing arrangement 
Oi the state income tax, the 
most important of the state 
levies, 
has 
been 
virtually 


eliminated. 


Once the income tax was 


primarily a local government 
source of revenue, employing 
the State Tax Department as a 
convenient collector. Until 1925 
the state took only 10 cents out 
of each dollar of income tax 
levies, paid 20 cents to the 
county, and 70 per cent to the 
municipality of origin. In a 
1925 revision the state share 
was raised to 40 per cent, the 
county continued to get 10 per 
cent, and the localities were 
given 
50 per 
cent, 
again 


according to the domicile of 
the taxpayer, whether individ- 
ual or corporation. 


It was that relatively gener- 


ous pattern of sharing by the 
state that led to the com- 
plaints about the encouraging 
of artificial "tax island?." as 
through the incorporation of 
suburbs where small aggrega- 
tions of high earning taxpay- 
ers happened to live. 


The returns of income tax 


shares to such islands was 
often great enough to permit 
the virtual elimination of local 
government taxes, with under- 
standable resentment in neigh- 
boring precincts. 


* \ * 


GRADUAL CHANGE 


Some disparities will proba- 


bly remain under any system 
of tax distribution, but there 
has been a significant reduc- 
tion as a result of the gradual 
change in the sharing system. 


One method was the "skim- 


oft." 
a 
favorite resort of 


legislatures when they want to 
spend money that the treasury 


doesn't have. It involves the 
appropriation for state pur- 
poses of the top of the income 
tax yield before the sharing is 
calculated. Both political par- 
ties have succumbed to the 
temptation upon occasion. 


More important has been the 


forced increase in income tax 
rates to finance the increasing 
expenditure pressures 
upon 


the slate budget, and the 
legislative acts reserving the 
revenue from the increases to 
the state treasury, outside the 
sharing arrangement. The re- 
sult has been a reduction in 
the local share of the income 
taxes during recent years to 
about 31 per cent. A current 
memorandum to the Legisla- 
tive Council from the State 
Tax Department predicts that 
under present sharing formu- 
las the local division will 
ultimately be reduced to about 
20 per cent. 


This does not mean that 


spending for state purposes 
has been rising disproportion- 
ately. In point of fact, the 
localities are getting a higher 
share of total tax collections 
than before. The difference is 
accounted for by increases in 
the direct state aid programs. 
The state spends for its own 
programs about 40 cents out of 
each state tax dollar. The 
localities get 60 cents. 
*

THE GOAL ACHIEVED 


For many years liberals 


have demanded that the state 
tax the "haves" more heavily, 
in order to return the proceeds 
to the "have nots." They are 
achieving the game without 
the name, in the gradual 
adjustments of tax shares and 
the increasing flow of state 
aids. The tax dollar comes 
more easily from the localities 
where the high earners live. 
The state aids for the most 
part are paid out according to 
patterns that favor services 
and benefits, as in relief, and 
notably in the steadily enlarg- 
ing responsibility of the state 
for the subsidization of local 
schools. 


It is not readily evident why 


the legislature asked for a new 
study of state tax sharing by 
the Legislative Council this 
>ear. It may be that the 
authors of the idea are not 
quite aware of what has been 
happening under their noses. 
But it is a fair guess that the 
trend won't be interrupted. 
Chances are strong that it will 
be a c c e l e r a t e d as the 
pressures for additional state 
aids according to formula 
tests of need mount.
